The application has been amended as follows: 

10. (Currently amended ) An electronic apparatus with natural convection 
structure, comprising: 

a main body to be placed on a surface, said main body having a top surface and 
a bottom surface and having an airflow channel formed by an inner wall extending 
from an exterior of said too surface to an opposite exterior of said bottom surface, 
wherein said bottom surface has a curve structure; and 

at least a printed circuit board disposed in said main body, said printed 
circuit board haying an opening, and centroids of said opening and said airflow 
channel being positioned at a same axis substantially vertical to said top surface 
and said bottom surface. 
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19. (Currently amended ) An electronic apparatus with natural convection 
structure, comprising: 

a main body to be placed on a surface, said main body having a top surface and 
a bottom surface and having an airflow channel formed by an inner wall extending 
from an exterior of said too surface to an opposite exterior of said bottom surface, 
wherein said bottom surface has a curve structure; 

at least a printed circuit board disposed in said main body, said printed 
circuit board having an opening, and centroids of said opening and said airflow 
channel being positioned at a same axis substantially vertical to said top surface 
and said bottom surface; and 

a support device disposed on said bottom surface of said main body. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Amendment filed on 
02/01/2008, Applicant's argument is persuasive. Claim 1 (similar to claims 10 and 19 ) 
states that the limitation "at least a printed circuit board disposed in the main body, said 
printed circuit board having an opening, and centroids of said opening and said airflow 
channel being positioned at a same axis substantially vertical to said top surface and 
said bottom surface;" in combination with "wherein said airflow channel is formed by an 
inner wall extending from an exterior of said top surface to an opposite exterior of said 
bottom surface." This limitations, in combination with other limitation as claimed in the 
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claim 1, was neither found to be disclosed in cited references, nor suggested by the 
prior art. Claims 3-9 depend on the claim 1 . Claims 11-18 depend on the claim 1 0 and 
claim 20 depends on the claim 19. Amended claims have been considered and upon 
conclusion of a comprehensive search of the prior art, the office indicates that the 
claims, as amended, are allowable.
